Five dollar's may} 
be given for a year’s treatment of one | 
leper, While ten dollars may be des- 
ignated to cure one person of cata- | 
racts. or to maintain an orphan in 
Korea or Japan for one month, or

Over half the total area of 
Alberta is covered with trees. 
Alverta’s forests range along 
the eastern slopes of the Rocky 
Mountains and in the west- 
central and northern Sections 
of the Province. These are of 
vital importance, not only for 
the 400 million board feet of 
lumber cut each year and the 
fish and game they shelter, but 
also for their control of the 
water supply of the western 
part of Canada, % 

The protection and conserva- 
tion of these resources are the 
responsibilities of the Forestry 
Branch of the Department of 
Lands and Forests. 

For administration purposes. 
Alberta’s forests area is divided 
into ten divisions or reserves. 
These are under the super- 
vision of forest superintendents 
ind their assistants who em- 
ploy rangers, lookout men and 
casual laborers. Timber in- 
spectors are stationed at Ed- 
monton, Athabasca, Entwistle 
and Bowden. 

Officers of the Forest Ser- 
vice are responsible for con- 
servation, the prevention and 
suppression of fires and the

of forests from fires. 

Fire is still the greatest ene- 
my of our forested land and 
SiX out of seven fires are start- 
ed hy careless people. Despite 
the best efforts of the Forest 
Service and intensive publicity 
campaigns, over a million dol- 
lars worth of timber js lost 
each year, 

The Forests Service radio 
system, essential in communi- 
cation throughout the reserves, 
has heen geared to the require- 
ments of civil defence in Alber- 
ta, 

Forests in the Crowsnest, 
Bow River and Clearwater Re- 
serves are administered by the 
astern Rockies Forests Con- 
servation Board. Since this 
area contains the headwaters 
of Yivers helping to supply 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba, the work of the 
board is financed jointly by the 
Governments of Canada and 
Alberta. 

Alberta's forest inventory. 
being made from aerial photo- 
‘raphs and ground surveys, 
provides an accurate measure 
of our resources. An effective 
forest management program is 
thus being carried on which, 
by selective cutting, assures a 
perpetual supply of timber for 
future generations. 

The Fish and Game Branch 
blays an important part in the 
work of the Department of 
of Lands ad Forests Conser- 
vation is the keynote here also. 
A trout hatchery is maintained 
in Calgary and trout rearing 
stations are located at two 
centres, Annual plantings of 
various species of fish are made 
in careful selected waters and 
many smaller lakes owe their

Other duties, no less import- 
ant, include transporting live 
beaver to the northern parts 
of Alberta, making surveys of 
migratory birds, upland birds 
and big game, and co-operation 
in the work of rabies contro} in 
our northern forests.
